Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 and 3, and their dependent claims, have been amended to include 
"consisting of language, excluding the presence of additional components from the 
lubricant additive mixture. This amendment overcomes the rejections over Carrick, as 
Carrick teaches saligenin and salixarate detergents as required components of an 
additive mixture. One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to 
remove these required components from the composition of Carrick in order to arrive at 
the claimed composition.
